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English is to advocate for the central role of language in the 
teaching/ learning process. In one effort to fulfill this 
mission, the committee has compiled a bibliography of the 
educational literature that addresses the subject, "language to 
learn across the curriculum". The audience for this bibliography 
includes classroom teachers, researchers, staff developers, and 
policy makers. It is intended to be a resource for the 
development of curricula that explicitly employ oral and written 
language to support learning across the curriculum. 
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
